HOVOC TO SHIPS IN THR llAlAHt 



Almost Without Warning an Irmli> 
table Wind SwcepH Over the 
W'Hter and flip hand With 
Diituttrous Uwulta. 



Baltimore, July 22— The tornado 
which suddenly struck this city, lii' 
volTing the loan of It liTee and a 
widespread dostniodon of iiroperty, 
was the Bevercst which has liptn 
known In this lattitude for years 
Nothing In the way of a storm had 
bMn forea«ted and the weather bu 
rwn WM taken oompletelr by lur^ 
prise. 

Almost without a moment's warning 
an irresistible wind, apparently In 
the Mturc of A whirlwind, came from 
the ■outhwest, and in an instant tho 
waters of the harbor were con\ert( (l 
Into a socthine; cauldron, frail hoats 
were capsized, while the staunchest 
▼easels at anchor were violently rock- 
ed. Of the 12 lives lost three were 
drowned by the upsetting of boats in 
the" river, one was Killed hy a tree 
falling on him and one by coming in 
contact with a live electrical wire. 
' A careful estimate furnished from 
police headquarters shows that 200 
houses wfTP unroofed diirin;; the pre- 
valence of the storm. Six roofs in 
one block were blown off. 

The roof of the William street in- 
dependent Methodist church was lift- 
ed hi>;h in the air and lilown over 
the rotifs of other housfs to a dis- 
tance of l.'.O feet. The stone spire of 
Holy Cross Catholic church was hurl- 
ed to the ground. A part of the roof 
of Trinity Protestant Episcopal 
church was torn off. while the his- 
toric steeple of St. Mary's Star of the 
Sea church was completely destroy- 
ed. The public squares and parks are 
considerably wrecked. Patterson 
park is a scene of d'snlaiion. The 
whole extent of inse ploasuri! 
grounds is strewn with broken 
branches and uprooted trees and the 
debris completely chokes up the drive- 
ways. 

Many ImncIsoTne trees in Franklin 
square and Cjpruid Hill park, aa well as 
on the shaded streets have been up> 
rooted bodily, many falling across 
thorotighfares, temporarily blocking 
them. .Much damage lias tieen done 
to bouse fronts in all sections of the 
city by the falling trees. A tree 100 
years old waa blown down on Chest- 
nut street. 

In the business section of the city 
numerous plate glass windows have 
been blown in. Telegraph and tele- 
phone service has been crippled to 
some extent and many lines are out 
of use. 

Another Destructive Storm. 
Jamestown. .\. Y., .July 22.— .Anoth- 
er terrific storm paKsed over Chau- 
tauqua county, doing great damage to 
growing crops and delaying railway 
trafHc and cutting such holes in high- 
ways that travel across country is al- 
most impossible. Ceorge Courtney 
was drowned at French creek while 
trying to ford a swoolen stream. A 
bridge across a culbert in this city 
broke down while George Singular, a 
6year-old boy was sitting on it and 
be was quickly carried into a sewer 
through which he was swept at a ter- 
rific rate for more than 1,000 feet. He 
came out at the lower end in less 
than three minutes in a frightfully 
cut and bruised condition, but alive 
Md abls to crawl to a place of safety. 

Heavy Rainfall. 
Pcnn Yan., N. Y., July 22.— One of 
the heaviest rainfalls that has yet oc- 
curred has prevailed over the Lake 
Keuka region during the last 36 
hours. Three inches of water has 
fallen, making the total rainfall for 
the month seven inches. All streams 
are overflowing their banks and tbe 
water In the lake has risen 10 inched 
In the last 24 hours. Many cellars 
are flooded and farmers are having 
much tronUa la hanrastiag tbsir 
gralB.

A Former Associate Tells About tbe 
Dead MunH Milllonn. 

?nn Franrisco. July 22— Richard 
Day, a close personal friend and form- 
er confidential secretary of the late 
John W. Mackey, who died in Lon- 
don, sai^: "I don't suppose Mr. 
Mackey himself knew within f2(i,000.- 
000 of what he was worth. His busi- 
ness was in such order and bis ar* 
rangements were so carefully made 
that everything will go on Just as 
though he were still alive. He was 
president of the Mackey-Bennctt Ca- 
ble company, president of the Postal 
Telegra^ company and president of 
the Prospective Paciflc Commercial 
Caldo company, vice president of the 
new $7,000,(100 su^ar refinery at Yonk- 
ers, N. Y., of which Gus Spreckels la 
president, director of tbe Canadian 
I'adflc Railway company, director of 
the Sotithern i'aclfie and director of 
the new proposed r;ulroad from Ha- 
vana to Santiago. In Cul)a. He was 
one of the largest owners of the 
White Nob Copper mine of Mackey. 
Idaho, to which the Union Paolflo 
built a 90-mile branch. He was Inter- 
ested with C. L. l.ane in the Wild 
Goose Mining company at Nome. He 
w as heavily interested in the Sprague 
Elevator and Electrical works of New 
York. 

In San Franrisco Mr. Maekey owned 
half tbe Nevada block, the Grand op- 
era house and the Mg lot at the south- 
east comer of Market and Fourth 
streets. He owned vast tracts of 
woodland 

Mr. Mackey was a member of th<> 
Pacific Union club of San Franc isco 
and of tbe Merchants Exchange. He 
was a staunch Republican, but before 
the civil war he was a Democrat. 
Apain and aKain he refused to be sen- 
ator from Nevada and escliewed of- 
fice. In religion he was a Roman 
Catholic and two of his warmest 
friends were the late nishop .Mon- 
ague. who had jurisdiction over north- 
ern California's mining regions and a 
large part of Nevada, and Archbishop 
Riordan. In New York be maintain- 
ed five or six of the free beds In hos- 
pitals in memory of his son Willie, 
who died half a dozen years a.uo, at 
the age of 26. Mr. Mackay was al- 
ways doing good quietly and giving 
money. A large number of regular 
pensioners will miss him. 

.Mr. .Mackay came to .America from 
Ireland as an infant with his father, 
who was afterwards naturalized. But 
along in 1867, James Q. Fair, who was 
Mr. Mackay's partner and also born 
In Inland, could not ri ni-niber wheth- 
er or not the elder Fair was natura 
ized. so to make sure Fair and 
Mackay were naturalized together at 
Virginia. Nevada, by their friend 
'Snady" Baldwin, who was I'nited 
States district Judge. I think .Mr. 
Maek.iy was originally a cariienter. 
for when he came on the Comstuck he 
was considered an authority on mine 
Umbering."

Chicago. July 22. — News of the dls 
Appearance of nearly $:!o.'ioo from the 
vaults of the Masonic Temple Safety 
Deposit company Saturday spread to 
such an etxent tbat it caused a "run 
on the vaults. When the day vaults 
were opened for business tiiere was 
struggling crowd of men and wo 
men depositors in waiting who feared 
for moneys and valuables that they 
had deposited in the company's strong 
boxes. For a time there was almost 
a panic in the crowd. Tlie office force 
of the deposit company was unable 
to cope with the great demand for 
vertfleation signatures and in the 
vaults the turnkeys for several hours 
were unable to open boxes fast 
enongh to kaep down the crowd. 

Who Is the Dead Ma n ? 

New York. July 22 — Offlciais of the 
Newark board of health are greatly 
puzzled over the identity of a man, 
who, under the name of Oeorge Amie, 
died at tbe isolation hospital on Jan. 
20 from smallpox. The widow and 
relatives held services over the grave 
and a small amount of Insurance was 
collected. A leading Newark lawyer 
who knew Amie well now declares 
positively tbat he has seen the sup- 
posed dead man. in Broad street, New- 
ark; that he conversed with him and 
was told that the story of death was 
a hoax and that he had escaped frpm 
the isolation hospital. 

"Will Not Race. 
New York, July 22.— All of the many 
thoroughbreds belonging to Clarence 
B. Macka}', which are now in training 
will be scratched out of events for 
which they have been entered, owing 
to tbe death of Mr. Mackay's fathar. 
His colors will not ba soon on tha 
tracks again this year, although It Is 
possible tbat some of his best horses 
will be transferred to the name of his 
trainer, Charles Hill, and will be 
raced laer in the season.

Hamburg, July 22.-»The steamship 
Primus, owned by the Hamburg 
steamship line, with 185 passengers on 

board, was cut in two and sunk by 
the tug Hansa on the river Elbe. So 
far as Is ascertainable, about 50 per 
sons were drowned. Tbirteen bodies 
already have men recovered. 

The Primu--^ was an excursion 
steamer from Buxtehude, province of 
HiiKover, Prussia. T!ie disaster oc- 
currei} between Plankenes and Nien- 
stedten. 

Among the iia.^senpors were the 
members of the Kilbeck male choral 
Bof iety. At the time of the accident, 
tbe Primus waa crossing the river 
channel near Blankenes from the 
southern Into tbe northern fairway. 

According to witnesses aboard the 
Hansa the mnvcinent was made i>re- 
clpitately. The Primus struck tbe 
tug's engine room and tbe Hansa en- 
deavored to push her ashore, but the 
tug grounded and the ship parted. 
The I'ritriiis then sank. In the inter- 
val, however, about 50 of her passen- 
gers were able to reach the Hansa 
by means of ropes and ladders. Sev- 
enty more were picked up by the tug's 
boats, while others swam ashore. 

HEAVY RAIH8 

Have Turned the >IIm1mIp1 River 
Into • Flood. 

St. Louis. July 22.— The expected 
flood from up the river due to the 
heavy rains empfyint; into the .Missi.s- 
sipi from its various tributaries, has 
not yet reached here, and the water 
is falling, the government gauge 
showing 26.1 feet, a decline of two 
inches. At Hannibal, above here. th«> 
weather observer reports the water 
eight Inches higher than Saturday and 
rising at tbe rate of a quarter of an 
Inch an hour. Here It was expected 
reach 80 feet, the danger line. 

Farewell to Pope. 

Rome, July 22. — The jiope received 
Governor Taft and tie niembirs of 
his party in farewell audience at 
noon. The Americans drove in two 
carriages from their hotel to the Vat- 
ican. Judge Taft and Judge Smith 
v,( re evening dress, as p-. sr : i'i d l y 
etiiiuette; Major Porter was in full 
uniform and Bishop tJ'Gorman wore 
ecclesiastical robes. They were rf- 
celved at tbe great door of the Vatican 

by the Swiss guards who rendend 
military lujnors. At t^o foot of tlie 
State stiiea.^e the Americans were 
met by Monsignor Bisletl, master of 
ceremonies, who waa accompanied by 
several other dignitaiies of the paimi 
court. At the dfior of tl.e po;ititi<al 
ai artments the noble guards ant] ^'eii- 
darmes renuered the customary hon- 
ors, after which Governor Taft and 
his comiianions were Introduced Into 
the presence of tlie |)Ope who welcom- 
ed them with marked cordiality. 



Gold Beaters Strike. 

Philadelphia. July Z2.— A strike was 
inauf-'urated thrciiij;hout tlie country 
by tbe United Gold Beaters' National 
Union of America, in this city, ac- 
cording to Ellis Gray, president of 
the local union, 86 gold beaters and 
40 apprentices are on strike. This af- 
fects 40 girls who fill be moulds for 
the beaters. The tie-up here Is said 
to be complete and reports received 
at the local union's headquarters from 
New York, Chicago, Boston and Indi- 
cate that all the union men in these 
cities are out. There are about 4U0 
gold beaterii in the United States and 
all are members of the union. 

Wants Her Restored. 
Washington, July 22.— Justice Hag- 
er Issued a rule ordering Secretary of 
War Root to show cause by July 28 
why a peremptory mandamus should 
not Issue requiring him to restore 
Miss Rebecca J. Taylor to a clerkship 
la the war department Miss Taylor 
was dismissed Isst June and tbe al- 
leged cause of the action was unjust 
treatment. The trouble grew out of 
published statements of Miss Taylor 
criticising the Phillppinas poUey Of 
tbe administration. 

Philadelphia. July 22.— Victor Roull- 
lot. aged 61 years, a stock broker, 

committed suicide by Inhaling illuini 
natlng gas at his home in Germau- 
town, a suburb. His body was found 
by bis wife on tbe floor of tbe kitch- 
en. Rouillot was recently convicted 
of eonsiilr.iey in connection with a 
Stock transaction, and it is auppused 
this iMt lad to bis suiolda; 



A NEW FAklT 
May Be FiMmed With Coloael Brjran 

Nt It* HeMd. 

New York, Jtily 22. — At a confer- 
ence held at Manhattan Heach In 
wl.ic!) the princinal partici juiiils were 
S" iiaiiir DtilKjis of Idaho. ex-Senator 
R. F. Pettigrew of South DakoU, 
Professor Oarrett Dl«|»pers of South 
Dakota, and r.enrf,e Shibb y of Wash- 
ington, plans were discussed for the 
orf;ani/ation of a new national party. 

So far as it has gone, tbe new 
party seems to be an effort to unify 
the so-called liberal Democracy, which 
already has state organizations in 
New York. Mas.-;;iehusettS, NcW Jer« 
sey. Ohio and Iowa. 

Mr. Shibley presented for the con- 
sideration of the other members of 
tha' conference a complete outline of a 
plan for a national organization on 
lines similar to those of the state or- 
ganizations of the liberal Democracy. 

At the close of the conference Sen- 
ator Pettigrew gave a statement In 
which he said: "Mr. Bryan will not 
be the candidate of the regular De- 
mocracy in 1904, but he and his 
friends hope tbat he will have much 
to say regarding the platform and 
the management of the campaign. If 
he does not, Mr. Bryan and bis asso- 
ciates will form a new party based on 
the Kansas City platform. 

"Free silver will not again be a 
political issue. When we demanded the 
free coinage of silver we wanted more 
money. Since then Immense new 
gold fields In Alaska and South Africa 
have been opened: there Is mora 
money than ever before and greater 
prosperity. This result Is what we 
predicted when we asked for more 
money. Tiini's are good In the west 
In spite of the beef trust. The farm- 
ers get more for their cattle and 
higher prices for their cereals." 

Anti-Toxine Is Injected. 

New York, July 22.— Treated hy a 
recently discovered process, Joseph 
Tiernan. the ll yearoid scjn of Mich- 
ael Tiernan, formerly a member of 
the .New York baseball team. Is be- 
lieved to be recovering from lockjaw 
at the Harlem hospital. Antl-toxine 
In small doses Is being Injected into 
the spinal cord between the second 
and third vertebrae of the tumbar re- 
gion. Previously anti-toxine had been 
used, but In tbe recorded cases It was 
Injected Into the brain through a hole 
bored in the skull. L'uder the new 
treatment youn.:; Tiernan has shown 
great inipiovement. 

To Search For Treasures. 
San Francisco. ,luly 22 — The schoon- 
er Hermann has sailed for tbe south 
seas, ostensibly on a pleasure trip, 
but in reality it is said in search for 
burled treasMii' iiniountiiig to $70.tuiO.- 
0(io rejx.rted to liave been hidden on 
an island by the mutinous crew of a 
Japanese ship. Captain James Brown, 
a retired mariner of the Atlantic 
coast. Is In conimand of the Hermann 
and is accompanied by four or five 
eastern friends. The little schooner 
was fitted out at an expense of |18,- 
000.

Itishop 
Spalding, who is the senior suffragan 
bishop in line of consecration in the 
archdiocese, will preside at the coun- 
cils.

Indianapolis, July 22. — The greatest 
strike fund in tlio history of organ-; 
Ized labor is to be handled In Indiana- . 
polls. The officers of the l_'nited Mine ' 
Workers are confident that there will i 
be a ready response to the appeal ' 
made by the convention and while 
half a million dollars a week may not 
be possible, thay balleva that will ba 
obtained. 

W. B. Wilson, national secretary 
and treasurer, to whom all subscrip- 
tions are payable and who will dis- 
triliute the funds, said that the office 
force will be increased immediately so 
there will be no delay in handling 
the money. 

The defense fund In to be dipfrlbut-; 
ed among the t!irc>e nntlnai 'te dis- 
trlcts according to their membership.' 
Wilson says that district No. 1 will 
probably receive S3 per cent. No. 9 
35 percent and No. 12 percent. Dis- 
trict 1 has more inemlx rs tlian both 
and !t.

Joseph A. Schulte, who 
was assistant cashi'T of the bank, 
told of Andrews coming to the bank 
after closing up hours to see how he 
stood. He said Andrews had a con- 
tinuous overdraft from October, laoi, 
to the close of tlte bank.

Further, 
Bays Mr. Newlands: "The President did 
not become imbued with this trust-hunt- 
ing idea until the Democrats had adopted 
it aa their Ipading i«sne. .\fter seven 
mouths of silence on the subject be lias 
suddenly discovered that it is a burning 
question, and at the outset of a Con- 
gressional campaign he proposes that 
something shall be dune. Considering 
Che fact that the next session of Congress 
will be a short session, and that a nnm- 
ber of important matters will demand 
consideration, I doubt very much if any 
anti-trnst bill will be presented or seri- 
ously considered. Trusts can be regu- 
lated only by means of our interstate 
commerce laws and by taxation." 

In regard to tlie burning issue of the 
trusts the Republicans have betrayed an 
incapacity alike in the legislative and in 
the executive departments, asserts the 
Philadelphia Record. Before the recent 
aession of Congress began far-seeing men 
in the party urged the importance of a 
substantial reform of (jross ai'uses of the 
Diugley taritl and Representative Bab- 
'Cjck came forward with bis bill to repeal 
protective diities favoring the trusts in 
tlieir spoliation of the masses of Ameri- 
can consumers. This falls far abort of 
the Democratic dciiund for a reform of 
tiie taritr. not merely to arrest favoritism 
to the trusts, but to transfer to the free 
list all the raw materials of production. 
While the session was progressing the 
I .itnlaloiis and oppressive methois of 
the beef trust were brought into full 
public gnza, but in the presence of this 
and other induptria! iiioimpolie!' covered 
by the taritl', the Republican majority in 
Congress were incapable of taming a 
wheel, and the R<!mini«tration has at- 
tempted to mate up for its failure by the 
issue of a few impotent injunctions. So 
little is the testament of William Mc- 
Kinley rtepected by liis party that the 
poor CiiImii bill was hung up in the 
Senate and the reciprocity treaties were 
left to expire in Senate ex cutive ses- 
Bion. In the fac- of this record a modicum 
of modesty would be becoming in the 
boast of the Republican party of its 
ability to govorn this great country.
